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Options sought to relieve traffic congestion 

Restricting vehicle size, removing parking stalls on 19th Ave. considered

Town council is considering options to relieve traffic 
congestion on 19 Avenue, including restricting vehicle 
size and removing parking stalls. 

The issue was brought to last week’s council meeting 
after the town’s planning and protective services com¬ 
mittee recommended removing the 13 parallel parking 
stalls on the north side of the street, between 20 and 21 
Streets. 

The committee said large trucks angle parking on the 
street are creating a problem, but councillors couldn’t 
agree on how to solve it. 

“I really don’t like the idea of getting rid of 13 stalls,” 
said Coun. Brian Wittal. “I’d rather see the restriction.” 

Wittal was referring to restrictions on the length of 
vehicles allowed to angle park on the street. Council is 


considering this option because the Town of Olds has 
implemented similar rules. 

Coun. Stan Neufeld said he thinks people understand 
they must be careful when driving on 19 Avenue, and

restrictions would be to difficult to enforce. 

“People come and complain about it, but I have no 
record of accidents," he said. “I think it would be a 
picky bylaw and we’d have a hard time enforcing it, so 


all in all I think we should leave it alone.” 

Coun. Gayle Veno also rejected the idea of restricting 
longer vehicles like trucks, but for a different reason. 

“To me, that tells the county residents we don’t want 
your business, and most people in the county have 
trucks,” she said. 

Council voted to send the issue back to the planning 
and protective services committee to investigate the 
effectiveness of Olds’ parking restrictions. 

“Before copying that particular bylaw, we would like 
to know how it’s working for them and what kind of 
problems they face,” said Coun. Ernie Ryckman. 

“We do need some kind of length restriction. It’s just 
a matter of how long, in my opinion.” 

“I think you try to do something before there’s an 
accident, and it could be a serious one. And they say 
everybody knows about the street, that’s fine for the 
locals but we’re getting more and more people here.”

College Green is situated 
along the nuyor east-west road through town, by which 
large, noisy trucks and many cars and emergency vehi¬ 
cles travel on a daily basis.

Mayor responds to water concerns 


Since I have been getting a few 
calls from concerned citizens, I 
thought I should provide some 
additional clarification on a few 
items that seemed to generate 
some questions, 

1. Didsbury has a sufficient water 
supply. If someone read only the 
bold story line from the March 27 
newspaper article, they might 
wrongly assume that there is some 
sort of potable water supply issue 
for Didsbury. 

That is not the case. Water allo¬ 
cations for the six member commu¬ 
nities are based on human needs, 
or volume per capita (YAD). 
Because Didsbury does not have a 
lot of industrial water users, our 
water use is well below our allot¬ 
ment. Didsbury uses only about 65 
per cent of our current water 
licence allotment, and. water 
licences are in place to supply 
future population projections and 
allow for healthy business growth. 

2. Water storage is sufficient, 
too. Didsbury has about 625,000 
gallons, or four days supply right 
on our Butte. In addition to the 
direct supply pumped directly from 
the water plant, Didsbury, Carstairs 
and Crossfield paid for a 1.5 million 
gallon Mid-Line storage reservoir 
for our use. 

Didsbury is the first town down¬ 
stream from that facility, with a 16 
inch water line from it. Water pres¬ 
sure is maintained as the line 
becomes proportionately smaller 


to Carstairs and then smaller yet to 
Crossfield. 

As Didsbury grows, a second 
storage reservoir will be required 
east of the tracks to ensure that 
our internal town distribution and 
pressure are sufficient in the larger 
system. 

3. Surface water runoff does not 
go into the sewage lagoons. The 
caption under the picture of the 
Rosebud River on March 27 sug¬ 
gests that storm water (which just 
requires a holding period to allow 
the sediment to settle out) some¬ 
how ends up in our sewage 
lagoons. 

Although illegal residential sump 
pump connections to the sewer 
may add to our sewer line volume, 
surface storm water does not go to 
our sewage lagoons, and does not 
get treated as if it were sewage. 

4. Water use versus sewage 
capacity: Didsbury’s daily water 
use averages for May through 
August 2006 varied from 1,286 to 
1,427 cubic meters per day, which 
is well below our average sewage 
treatment capacity. 

Additional clean surface water 
being diverted by sump pumps into 
the sewers in spring is a problem 
that will need to be addressed. 
Future regional tertiary (mechani¬ 
cal) sewage treatment system pos¬ 
sibilities have been discussed with 
our neighbours. 

5. No repression: council has 
not made any decision regarding a 


curfew bylaw, or even whether to 
consider implementing one. There 
has been a process of information 
gathering and consultation that has 
involved opportunities for citizens 
to comment, perspectives on cur¬ 
fews and decisions from other 
towns, and types and provisions of 
other bylaws. A designated coun¬ 
cillor met with the RCMP and the 
schools to gain their perspectives. 
Any movement toward drafting a 
bylaw would also involve input 
from student leaders. We have been 
advised that curfew bylaws are 
more effective if the focus is on the 
accountability of the parents for 
their children’s whereabouts rather 
than on the child. The curfew infor¬ 
mation has not generated much 
discussion at our meetings with 
residents. 

Our public and Town Hall meet¬ 
ings provide residents an opportu¬ 
nity to tell us what their priorities 
are, and to provide us with feed¬ 
back on issues or actions that other 
municipalities are moving forward 
with. It is important to council that 
residents are given ample opportu¬ 
nities to participate. Public input 
is always welcome.

As a group of concerned individuals morning and for three hours in the 


in the College Greens Community, we 
want to make it known that we are in 
support of a proposed daycare to be 
set up in the facility that was formerly 
doctors' offices. There is an urgent 
need for daycare in Didsbury, and with 
the growth in population the need will 
only become greater. We care about 
children and their parents, many of 
whom have no choice about the neces¬ 
sity of such care. 

Following are quotes from members 
of our group, several of whom live in 
close proximity to the proposed day¬ 
care: 

“It would do us good to look out and 
see children play." 

“We are grandparents who love their 
children. Why would we not care 
about other people’s children?" 

“My grandchildren are in daycare and 
because their parents both need to 
work. They are in a facility in a pri¬ 
vate home and none of their neigh¬ 
bours have ever complained about the 
children." 

“While I appreciate living in a com¬ 
munity of seniors, I believe that chil¬ 
dren would add a dimension to our 
lives that could be beneficial.” 

Daycare operates Monday to Friday 
and is not open on weekends or 
evenings. The children in the daycare 
would be outdoors for two hours in the 


afternoon, taken out in groups that 
would be supervised at all times. They 
would be kept in a fenced area. 
Daycare policy does not allow scream¬ 
ing and aggressive behaviour at any 
time. A quiet time indoors, after lunch, 
would be maintained. When they are 
outdoors, there would be the sounds of 
children at play. Since our homes in 
College Greens are well insulated 
against sound, the effect on our lives 
would be minimal. A fence would be 
erected to define the property of the 
clubhouse in case of any sale. The 
fence would not obstruct any 
entrances used by College Green resi¬ 
dents. 

We take note that since the building 
is zoned as commercial, any business 
could apply for this space. The possi¬ 
bilities are very diverse, and could 
have characteristics that might be dis¬ 
turbing to the atmosphere of a senior 
association. We also point out, that the 
appeal by College Green homeowners 
protesting against the proposed day¬ 
care is not based on a duly called meet¬ 
ing, which requires a seven-day notice.

The increases include lx>th a market adjustment and a grid 
increase. There will be another 3.5 per cent grid increase for 
support staff and tradespeople in September 2008. 
Additionally, there will be increases to the employer portion 
of benefits. 
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Support staff and tradespeople impacted by increases 
include: educational assistants, administrative sup|X)rt in 
schools and division office, sign language interpreters, library 
technicians, IAN technicians, custodians, journeymen ear- 
ix-nters, plumlx'rs, electricians, nus hanics and lalxmrors, 
Family School Wellness workers, bus drivers, accounting and 
payroll staff. 

The last time there was a detailed compensation and classi¬ 
fication review impacting staff grids was in 2001, although the 
div ision examines its grids for support stiff and tradespeople 
every two years. 

Earlier this year, the Ixrard approved a one [kt cent bonus 
for the current school year (0.5 per cent paid in December 

2006 and 0.5 |xt cent to be paid in June 2007) to help offset 
market conditions, which the division has seen escalate in the 
last year.

spark crosswalk 
changes on 15th

The town is painting crosswalks and considering 
moving a stop sign on 15 Avenue to keep children safe 
when crossing the street near the high school. 

The decisions came about after parents raised con¬ 
cerns about crosswalk safety for younger children tak¬ 
ing the bus from the high school to and from Ross Ford 
Elementary. 

“It’s not safe for kids to cross there,” said Billie 
Turner, whose seven-year-old daughter crosses 15 
Avenue at 16 Street every day to catch the bus. 

“I have to walk her out there because it’s not safe for 
her to cross that road. People hardly ever stop.” 

Council decided to increase visibility of the cross¬ 
walks on 15 Avenue and investigate moving the stop 
sign at Walter Place to 16 Avenue, instead of adding a 
second stop sign on the block. 

The town needs approval from Chinook’s Edge 
School Division to remove the Walter Place stop sign. 

The improvements can’t come fast enough for 
Turner. 

“I don’t think that painting it is enough,” she said. 
"There needs to be something drawing more attention 
to the fact that this is a crosswalk.”

Turner said she wants to see a stop sign or, at the 
very least, a crosswalk sign at the 15 Avenue and 16 
Street intersection.

from the town’s planning and protective services com¬ 
mittee. The two stop signs would be about a block 
apart. 

“The committee’s recommendation was not to put up 
two stop signs,” said Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

“The idea from residents was to slow down traffic 
(on 15 Avenue) and one stop sign, I think does that.” 

Coun. Ernie Ryckman said he thinks it’s a good idea 
to put two stop signs on 15 Avenue in the interest of 
child safety. 

“I think the simplest solution is a painted walk and a 
stop sign,” he said. “Put two in a row. It slows traffic 
down.” 

Moore said there is currently no stop sign at 16 


Avenue because when the high school first opened, 
elementary school children weren’t catching the bus 
there. 

“It was not expected that they would have the vol¬ 
ume of little kids taking the bus there,” she said, 
adding that now she thinks a stop sign is necessary.

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Age of consent law good move: MP

Wild Rose MP Myron Thompson says a decade of 
effort in the House of Commons has finally paid off 
with the passing of a new law that raises the age of 
sexual consent from 14 to 16 years of age. 

Passed with the support of all parties last week, the 
law now goes to the Senate for expected approval, 
perhaps this summer. 

The law imposes new jail term penalties for persons 
in violation of its provisions. The legislation includes 
an exemption for young people within five years of 
age. 

Speaking in the House of Commons on Bill C-22 on 
Thursday, Thompson said the change will help parents 
who in the past have been unable to intervene on 
behalf of their children. 

“There’s no way a 40-year-old man should have the 
right to have sex and live with a 14-year-old girl just 
because she gave her consent,” said 

Thompson. “It will stop exploitation of our young 
kids. Exploitation is already illegal, but it’s going to be 
dreadful if you go after 14 or 15-year-olds. They will 
face severe penalties, stiffer than we have ever seen.” 

Thompson said he personally was opposed to the 
exception, “but if we can just get that age raised, I’ll be 
satisfied.” 

Meanwhile, Thompson was one of 14 people to 
receive an award from the Kids Internet Safety

Alliance during a ceremony in Toronto last week. 

The Hero of the Fight award was presented to two 
MPs, as well as police officers, judges, investigators 
and others for their efforts in fighting child luring and 
exploitation through the internet over the past number 
of years. 

“I felt very honoured to receive it,” said Thompson. 

On Thursday Justice Minister Rob Nicholson paid 
tribute to MP Thompson and MP Art Hanger in the 
House of Commons for their work on raising the age of 
consent. 

“For the last 14 years they have been championing 
the cause against sexual predators in our country,” 
said Nicholson. “When they approached the previous 
government, for 13 years all they got was some sympa¬ 


thy, but no action. I am very proud to be part of a gov¬ 
ernment that, when it come to protecting children 
against adult sexual predators, actually gets the job 
done." 

During the debate on Bill C-22 last Thursday, Liberal 
MP Sukh Dhaliwal said the Conservatives could have 
acted months earlier to bring in the change, which 
was supported by all parties.

It has been 17 long years since Water 
Valley’s Randa Nugent has claimed a 
ladies barrel racing championship at a 
Canadian Professional Rodeo Association 
sanctioned event. 

As the CPRA closed its first month of 
2007 competition at the Kananaskis Pro 
Rodeo held in Coleman at the end of April, 
Randa shared the podium with her hus¬ 
band, Mark Nugent. 

In the ladies barrel racing, Randa was 
the quickest cowgirl blitzing the cloverleaf 
pattern in 13.27 seconds. Her win was 
dominant as the nearest rival to her was 
.Janet Moen of, Stewart Valley, Sask. who, 
finished the course in 13.45 seconds. 
Placing third was Crystal Shaw of 
Daysland, Alta, finishing with a time of 
13.48 seconds. 

For her efforts, Nugent won $1,624 
while Moen claimed $1,392. 

With the win at Coleman Randa has 
increased her CPRA 2007 earnings to 
$1,800 and has appeared in four rodeos to 
date.

Her husband, Mark, claimed $1,052 for a

Matt Shaw strolled 
up to the pay window for the first time 
this year to collect $1,203 for an 83 point 
ride on Kesler’s Championship Rodeo’s 
Coast to Coast. With an 80.5 point ride, 


.lory Vine of Strathmore won $1,024, good 
for a second place finish in the bull riding 
event. 

A Cochrane raised cowboy, Jeremy 
Harden, now living in Big Valley, pinned 
his steer in a sensational 4.1 seconds to 
walk away with the steer wrestling cham¬ 
pionship honours. For his efforts, Harden 
pocketed $1,649.

Each bulldog- 
ger earned $1,218 
apiece. 

Brian Larson teamed 
up with Casey Weerstra 
to capture the team rop¬ 
ing with a time of 5.5 
seconds, good enough 
for $2,074 apiece. 
Posting the second 
fastest time of 6.1 were 
the tandem of Marty Becker and Shane 
Schenke. Sundre roper Todd (iallais and 
his partner Blair Stroh finished third in a 
time of 6.2 seconds collecting $1,359 
apiece.
